As lo oilier commissioners and Ihe 
mayor, Ihere is nothing suggesting 
any wrong-doing on the parl of Mayor 
O'Donnell or Commissioner Donnelly, 
and in fact no one seems to have made 
any charges against them.

charged by Foye's counsel that Com-

lule a criminal conspiracy. In the ab- 
sence of evidence 
of 
criminal con- 
spiracy these charges boiled down to 
nothing that the criminal law takes 
cognizance of. Much of the last part 
of the hearing was given up to evi- 
dence as to the good or bad faith with 
which charges were laid against Foye, 
but while that Is a. 
matter of ma- 
teriallly to the supreme court In re- 
viewing the action of the council. It 
does not concern this office. 


4.S to the evidence against Mr. Foye, 
it is of no direct concern to this of- 
fice whether or not his removal was 
warranted, as neither this oflice nor 
the superior criminal court are courts 
of appeal from the acts of muncipal 
governments in removing their offi- 
cials. 
Such evidence as is before me 
is sufficient to base a suspicion of 
grave lack of discretion, but it is not 
enough, in my opinion, to warrant put- 
ling it before the grand jury.

The greater portion of this raorn- 


ng's session of tho police court was 
taken up by the hearing of the case 
of Barthelemte J. Croteau, charged 
with the illegal keeping o£ liquor. He 
was ordered to pay a fine of 5100 and 
sentenced to two months in jail.

appealed. 


Liquor Officer Palmer testified that 


he visited the home of the defendant. 
95 John street, on Sunday, November 
. and upon entering the place in- 
formed Mr. Croteau that he was a li- 
quor inspector and was( in search of 
liquor. The defendant said he had no 
liquor but when Officer Palmer said: 
Well we intend to search, the house 
to find some," Croteau said that he 
had some. 
Continuing with his testimony. Offi- 


cer Palmer said that he, and the other 
officers with him, found one-half pint 
of whiskey, 22 empty half pint bottles, 
four empty pint bottles, two empty 
quart bottles, three empty one-gallon 
jugs, one empty gallon glass jar. The 
empty receptacles all smelled strongly 
of liquor, according to the testimony 
offered by the witness. 


Officer Palmer said that he and Offi- 


cer Dwyer had watched the place for 
one hour on October 21 and saw 13 
men and one woman enter the build- 
ing; 
seven came out. one of them .be- 


ing drunk. 
On the 20th of October 


the place, was watched for'about three 
hours and witness saw 42 men and six 
women enter and 30 men and four 
women camo out. 
Three of the men 


came out staggering drunk. One man 
went in drunk but -witness did not 
see him come but. 


On November 4, the day of the seiz 


ure, witness saw 16 men 
and 
iiva 


women enter. 
Testimony of a cumulative nature 


was offered by Liquor Officer Dwyer. 
Officer Holland, Warrant 'Officer Caw- 
ley and Sergt. David Petrie. 


Croteau, testifying in his own be- 


half, said that ho conducted a lodging 
and boarding house at 96 John street 
and had about 
2,6 roomers 
and 65 


boarders. 
Relative to the empty re- 


ceptacles found, he said that from 
time to time he went around to the 
different rooms and upon finding any 
empty bottles or jugs placed them in 
a closet and later sold them to junk- 
men. 
He admitted that he purchased 


liquor for his own use but never sold 
any and that although it was testified 
that some liquor had been found be- 
tween tho matlresses on his bed. he 
did not know where it came from. 


On cross-examination 
he admitted 


that ho had been lined $50 on January 
24, 1912, for illegal sale of liquor and 
also on November 11, 1916 for illegal 
keeping of liquor , was 
found 
guilty 


and a line, of $50 was imposed. Judge 
Fisher found the defendant guilty and 
ordered him to pay a line of $100 and 
imposed a sentence of two months, in 
jail. 
Au appeal was entered.

to study two and a half days-a week 
in school and the rest of their time 
may be spent in employment at the 
Saco-Lowell plant. The company will 
pay from 1.5 to 20 cents an hour and. 
the school will give the young men 
full time credit for the hours they 
spend at profitable employment. It is 
probable that the plan will be extend- 
ed to other Lowell industrial plants 
as its possibilities develop.

day and the fact that Professor John- 
son presented his story in a genial and 
humorous manner combined to make 
yesterday afternoon's lecture a 
most 
enjoyable one. He dealt in facts and 
figures at many points in his discourse 
and he attempted successfully to belie 
the notion that the Puritans were a. 
S'oomy and sour-faced set. He showed 
that they were as genial a people as 
one could wish to meet, but the fact 
that they considered themselves chosen 
by God to found a nation made them 
dcgmatlc in their beliefs. This, how- 
ever, did not interfere with the innate 
good-heartedness of the early colonists. 
Getting down to his subject speci- 
Acally. Professor Johnson said that the 
first Thanksgiving 
turkey 
of which 
there is any record was the one men- 
tioned by Gov. Bradford in his story of 
tho Plymouth plantation. 
The latter 
tells of the scarcity of food during the 
summer months and then finally conies 
fall with its harvests. 
Thanksgiving 
day is celebrated with a feast of tur- 
key and this is the .first time that the 
Thanksgiving t'irkey is mentioned. 
The speaker then traced the ancestry 
of the turkey from Massachusetts in- 
to the other New England states and 
mentioned a fact which is not gener- 
ally known—that 
the turkey .figured 


conspicuously in the bill of fare of the 
continental army at the time of the 
revolution. 
Professor Johnson 
introduced many 
interesting side-lights 
on New 
Eng- 
land customs and 
in conclusion read 
several delightful verses of New Eng- 
land life written bv himself. 
At yesterday's meeting, Mrs. J. Har-

"1 am proud to be the

such a boy," said Mrs. Harden. "I am 
sorry he Is wounded but glad it is no 
worse. My boy comes of fighting stock 
and will always he In tho front rankH 
as long as he is able to stand. 
"He. is a lineal descendant of Israel 
Putnam, 
the 
famous 
revolutionary 
general who, so the story goes, killed 
a savage wolf in its den, and later 
as a soldier escaped pursuing Hessians 
by riding his horse over a cliff. One of 
Devere's uncles fought four years in 
the Civil war. 
"The army has been the hoy's life. 


Ho enlisted when he. was 17, and has 
been advanced because of his good rec- 
ord. Of course ho is just one of many 
thousand -brave boys but I am glad he 
is mine and that he is .doing his part 
to help win the war." 
Lieut. Harden^ wife, Mrs. Josephine 
Harden, is now 
in Burlington, Ver- 
mont. He has two brothers here, Chas.

been held by the committee there has 
developed a great difference of opin- 
ion among medical men and others as 
to the eflicacy and desirability of health 
insurance. The physicians ;ts a whole 
are opposed to it; the social workers 
as a class demand it. Each side, how- 
ever, according to the committee mem- 
bers, has evinced so much unyielding 
loyalty to its own point of view that 
neither has been able, so far to adcl 
anything more than opinion to tha 
controversy. 
The one great point which the mem- 
bers of the special 
commission are 


aiming to ascertain definitely, and for 
that reason have called upon the city 
physicians, is as to whether or 'not 
sickness and ill health do contribute to 
any great extent to the financial bur- 
den of tho poorer classes engaged in 
industry. 
"What wo want to know," declared 


Senator Herbert 13. "Wilson, chairman 
of the committee, today, ,'5is whether 
or not the average working man is 
obliged to go into debt when he he- 
comes ill and whether or not a sys- 
tem of health insurance would pre- 
vent him from getting into debt and 
assure him that he would start even 
with the world after a. spell of sick- 
ness. 
Tho effect on the doctors and 


their practices or on the various medi- 
cal schools may bo important to those 
concerned, but it is only Incidental to 
this inquiry." 
There are many plans of health in- 


surance which have already be&n out- 
lined to the commission, some of them 
seeking- to put all of tho cost upon 
the state, others putting it wholly on 
the Industries and others would dis- 
tribute the cost of the proposed sys- 
tem on the basis of two-fifths on the 
workman, two-fifths on the manufac- 
turers and one-fifth on the st;Ue. 
Some persons addressing the com- 


mission have attempted to show that 
the system, which admittedly would 
cost the state, either directly or in- 
directly millions every year, has been 
successful in other places, notably in 
England. 
Each of the local men asked to ap- 
pear will be questioned on the subject 
and the views of all will go to a great 
way toward the formation of the com- 
mission's recommendations • to.

year's -legislature. 
Above all the main 
object is to find out, at first hand, to 
what extent sickness unions: workmen 
of Massachusetts adds to the poverty 
of the state.
